IN NORTH DAKOTA. 

A Family That Is Favorad with a 
Wall of Ice Water. 

It l:< very refroehing In hot 
weather to have an abundance of 
clear, cold water. Many havo wells 
which Imvo these characteristics, 
but not ull can boast of Ruch a well 
| as described by a Hartford lawyer 
In the Hartford Courunt. He was 
slopping with a family in North 
Dakota. It was In July, and clear, 

| cold water— a luxury he did not fre- 
quently find — was most acceptable. 

| The water on tho tublo was so very 
I sweet ami ro very cold that lie was 
led to remark on its excellence. 

"Yes, our well has always satis- 
fied us, and wo think tve have a 
good thing when we cun draw lco 
water in midsummer.” 

"It certainly is as cold ns ice 
water,” said the visitor, not believ- 
ing tho remark was meant exactly 
literally. 

"No, but it’s actually ico water; 
we’ll show It to you after dinner." 

Aud after cl inner out they went 
and tho New England man was 
asked to look down. It was a small, 
round, brick shaft, much like the 
old wells seen hereabouts, and went 
down to an extraordinary depth. 
Rut there was a beautiful sight at 
the bottom. It wus, sure enough, a 
natural ice wnter tank. Pieces of 
clear Ice floated In the water, and a 
close look showed a thick coating of 
ice all around tho sides for quite a 
distance above tho water. Tho 
melting was surely slow enough 
down there, and tho prospect was 
good for plenty of ice water, at least 
till the hot weather was over. 

The explanation was simple 
enough. When the bucket is drawn 
a little of the water alwuys spills or 
drips, ami often strikes the sides of 
the well ns It fulls. In the winter — 
and Dakota winters are cold— this 
water at once freezes, and soon the 
entire length of the shufl is lined 
with ice. This thickens with an In- 
creasing rate, and It is frequently 
necessary to cut It away with an ax 
to make room In which tho bucket 
can slide up and down. In the 
spring this begins to melt, and the 
lee falls to the bottom. The farther 
dowii, tho slower is tho process of 
melting.

A LIVELY DAUBER HUNT. 

A11 Italian Angler Supplies Sport 
for Several Flshormon. 

, ChatlnK a 1‘lrro of < ork Over Ihe Ore«t 
Kill* of Ntaten lalaml Two Fine 
Mali Were Attarhed to ft 
When ( might. 

Few pooplo know what a dauber 
hunt is, and yet it is an exciting 
[ clmsc, although the hunters seldom 
start out with the Intention of hunt- 
! ing. For the Instruction of all who 
( are wretchedly ignorant of tho 
I science of angling it may be well to 
state frankly that a dauber is the 
mysterious naino which New York 
[ fishermen give to a float, that paint- 
ed piece of cork whidh they watch so 
I patiently. It is suirl that tbe word 
! comes from the language of tha na- 
tives of New Jersey, and probably 
that accounts for its bewildering 
etymology. Tho strangest thing 
about u dauber is the fact that its 
charm consists no* so much in its 
graceful appearance as in its sud- 
den disappearance. It is perfect- | 
ly delightful when it goes out of 
sigh t. 

But a dauber hunt can perhaps be 
beet described by a simple rejjort of 
bd incident that occurred the other 
day in the Greati Kilts of Staten 
Island. An Italian hired a boat and 
rowed out to the mouth of the kills, 
where he anchored and began to 
fish. With high hopes beaming in 
his eyes he steadily watched his 
dauber. It floated bround lazily for 
some time, and then stood still sus- 
piciously, as if hesitating before 
taking a plunge. In another second 
It was gone. The angler struck his 
game, and discovered immediately 
that he had a hard struggle on hand. 
He had hooked two large wenkfish; 
but he placed two much confidence 
In his line, and stubbornly refused 
to give the game an inch. Tbe line 
parted just above the float. Away 
went the dauber at a lively rate, 
actiug somewhat like the duck which 
the islanders cull a bell diver. The 
Italian pulled up his anchor, grabbed 
his oars and started after it. 

Big Joe Giliis, the proprietor of 
the Excelsior hotel, was near by in 
another boat. He, too, broke out 
Ids anchor and joined in the chase, i 
Capt. Wince Decker, a well-known 
boatman of the kills, also started 
after the runaway. Three or four 
more boats set out after the game, 
and son the dauber buut was in full 
blast. 

A noisier crowd it would bo diffi- \ 
cult to find, at least on the water. | 
Tbe wiles of that dauber were won- 1 
derful. It would sometimes remain 
quietly on the surface, and then, 
when some hunter would have his 
hand almost upon it, it would sud- 
denly disappear and pop up again 
probably fifty or sixty ' feet away. 
Decker inode several good attempts 
to catch it, but failed. At 0110 time 
it came up almost alongside of Joe 
Glllis’ boat. Tbe big fellow made a 
savage grub for it, and came near 
going headforemost out of the boat. 

The roar of laughter which fol- 
lowed his exploit brought all the old 
skippers out of the cabins of their 
oyster sloops, and they soon became 
Interested spectators of the sport. 
At last Decker played a mean trick 
upon the dauber. He let his boat 
drift down toward it and he grabbed 
it and brought in the two flue fish. 
Cheers and laughter wore lu order, 
and Decker presented the fish to tho 
man with tho first mortgage on 
them, the delighted Italian. — N. Y. 
Sun.
